INVITE STAMP DESIGNS FROM 
CANADIAN ARTISTS 





Postmaster General G. Edouard 
Rinfret has announced that the Post 
Office Department plans to invite 
Canadian artists to submit designs 
for Canadian postage stamps. 

The Postmaster General desires 
that the character of Canada and 
Canadian art be displayed and pub- 
licized more adequately through the 
medium of Canadian postage stamps. 
It is hoped that the enlistment of the 
interest of Canadian artists in post- 
age stamp designs will result in more 
variety and modern treatment. 

The Rt. Hon. Vincent Massey, P.C., 
C.H., has consented to act as Chair- 
man of a Selection Committee, the 
other members of which will be Pro- 
fessor Chas. Comfort, R.C.A., Pro- 
fessor Arthur Gladu, and a member 
of the Post Office Department. The 
facilities of the National Gallery of 
Canada and the wide experience of 
its officers will be made available to 
assist the Department and the Select- 
ion Committee. 

The officers of the National Gal- 
lery of Canada will assist in the cir- 
cularization of artists, notifying them 
of the regulations that are to apply. 
Initially, the Department desires to 
receive designs representing any one, 
or one significant aspect, of the fol- 
lowing five subjects: 

(a) Secondary Industries of Can- 
ada. 

(b) Wellknown wildflowers of Can- 
ada. 

(c) The larger animals of Canada. 

(d) portraits of Canadian Indians

T.S.C. CLUB NOTES 

The eighteenth catalogue auction 
of the Toronto Stamp Collectors' Club 
was held in private dining room 7, 
Royal York Hotel on Friday evening, 
October 20th. It comprised 400 lots 
which were on preview at 6.30 of that 
day and showed many fine lots of 
British Columbia, the other provinces, 
stampless covers, Great Britain, for- 
geries, Canadian postal stationery, 
Canadian booklets, air mails, special 
deliveries, dues, British Colorfies and 
a big coverage of Canada from 1851 
to 1950. 

The auction commenced at 0 
sharp with Walter S. Bayley and 
Leslie A. Davenport acting as auc- 
tioneers. About sixty-five floor bid- 
ders were present and the ninety-two 
mail bidders were represented by 
Chas. F. Foster. 

Bidding was active and very fair 
prices were realized. Total sales were 
$1,730.85. Much interest was shown 
in the forgery lots which sold well. 
Jarrett’s 1926 catalogue went for 
$11.00; Egypts mint £ Birthday 
stamp at $22.75 and one on cover 
$18.00. The 106 Prince Consorts sold 
well. A block of the 50c lumbering 
H.M.S. no stop, lower left plate 1 at 
$12.00. Auction was speedy and fin- 
ished at 10.23. 


TO AUCTION SEIZED STAMPS 

A London Stamp dealer who tried 
to leave England last year with a 
suit case full of undeclared sheets of 
Silver Weddings and other obsolete 
George VI stamps had the stamps 
seized ($70,000 worth) by His Maj- 
eosty’s Customs and Excise agents 
at an airport. The British Govern- 
ment has asked Harmer, Rooke & Co. 
to sell this valuable parcel at auction 
in New York, and the sale is to be 
held early in December. 


On September 30th, 1931, the Post 
Office Department released a stamp 
honouring Sir Georges Etienne Car- 
tier, one of the great men of Cana- 
dian history. It was originally in- 
tended that the stamp should be 
issued with those of the Historical 
Series in 1927. That would have been 
a proper setting for this stamp—in 
the series commemorating the men 
Cartier had known and with whom 
he had worked. 


Sir Georges Etienne. Cartier was 
born in 1815, of French-Canadian 
parentage. He was called to the bar 
in 1835 and in 1887 he “shouldered a 
musket” in the ill-fated rebellion 
against the irresponsible and oppres- 
sive clique that ruled Lower Canada 
at that time. Once this tyranny was 
removed by the British Government, 
no more loyal citizen of Canada was 
to be found than Cartier. He work- 
ed with Sir John A. Macdonald for 
the Confederation of the British Col- 
onies of North America; for the 
foundation of the Grand Trunk Rail- 
way and for the acquisition of the 
North West Territories. Sir John 
A. Macdonald said of him, while un- 
veiling his statue at Ottawa: “But 
for him, Confederation could not have 
carried.” As a result of his efforts, 
he was made a baronet in 1868. He 
died in London in 1873. 

This stamp more or less super- 
seded the 10c Library stamp, though 
it was not intended to replace it, but 
rather to honour Sir Georges Etienne 
Cartier, 

The design portrays Cartier in the 
central vignette, after a portrait by 
Notman & Sons about 1872. Above 
the vignette is CANADA in a semi- 
circular tablet and below is the word 
CENTS. On either side are three 
maple leaves one above the other and 
in both lower corners the numeral 
10, POSTES above the left hand one 
and POSTAGE over the right. 

The stamps were printed by the 
British American Bank Note Co. 
from three plates in sheets of 400, 
each consisting of four panes of 100 
each. The paper was medium white 
wove and the perforation gauged 11. 
Numbers printed were 64,300,000.

be a pleasurable experience if they 
are lively and conducted in a busi- 
nesslike and snappy manner as to 
render them exciting, A deal of 
energy should be directed to making 
philatelic lectures interesting and 
purposeful by presenting something 
new, something that’s really instruc- 
tive and informative about the hobby. 


A fundamental defect noted in most 
social organizations is the overlook- 
ing of the less assuming members. 
An effective means of enlisting full 
co-operation is to make everyone feel 
that he is an important part of the 
association by sharing with him the 
responsibilities of the club activities. 
By this one couldn’t have that feeling 
of an outsider; rather he would feel 
that he is an integral part of the 
organization. This can be demon- 
strated in such undertakings as 
stamp exhibitions, stamp shows, club 
games, or other social affairs. 

One impelling motive for an in- 
dividual in joining a stamp club is to 
gain the competence to build for 
himself a fine stamp collection. In 
this regard, it is expected of the more 
advanced members to be willing and 
glad to help the new and inexperi- 
enced. Efforts should concentrate on 
essentially practical measures to im- 


- prove the collection of every member. 


Exchanging stamps with local and 
foreign stamp collectors should be a 
part of this activity. Certain time 
should be allotted every meeting for 
swapping of stamps among members, 
and care should be taken as to make 
every deal a fair deal where the ex- 
perienced collectors do not take un- 
fair advantage over the inexperi- 
enced. Their best reference and guide 
is a standard stamp catalog. 

Stamp journals will keep the ٨7 
well informed of the latest trena in 
philately and the latest news in the 
stamp world. 

Another thing to remember: AI- 
ways keep the club contributions on 
the lowest level—within easy reach 
of every pocketbook—just enough to 
meet the essential expenditures for 
simple refreshments during meetings 
and for other justifiable expenses. 

Does anyone wonder if it will make 
any difference to follow the above 
pointers? Let him try and see. 


From the Philippine Journal of 
Philately 


With the increasing number of 
stamp clubs over the Islands organ- 
ized under the auspices of the Stamp 
and Philatelic Division, the expedi- 
ent problem of keeping them going 
and alive now arises. 


Some friends have expressed 
doubts if these stamp clubs really 
consist of active stamp collectors. 


The fact is, of the existing 75 
stamp clubs, only several of them 
are composed of serious philatelists, 
while majority are of school children 
who are just beginning to learn to 
collect stamps, and, for that matter, 
they are and ought to be potential 
stamp collectors. 

This gives us satisfaction for the 
present as long as we could confid- 
ently envision a possibility of fash- 
ioning them into active clubs of 
stamp enthusiasts in the future. 

Let these questions be put to each 
club: 

Are the members eager to attend 
club meetings? Are they desirous to 
swap stamps? Are they thrilled in 
hunting missing stamps as if it were 
a treasure hunt? Are they meticu- 
lous in mounting their stamps? Do 
they strive to produce fine and artis- 
tic layout for their album pages? 

If the answers to the foregoing 
are all in the affirmative, the club is 
alive. If not, the club is stark dead. 
Life must be injected into it. 

In any social organization the 
highest peak of interest is registered 
during its inception. Thereafter the 
general tendency is to cool off and 
finally die out, unless something is 
done to rekindle the fire of enthus- 
iasm and sustain it. Stamp clubs are 
no exception to this trend. 

To counteract such cooling off here 
are some pointers to observe. 

Individual members will take genu- 
ine interest in the club activities if 
they can derive certain benefits 
therefrom, and if they know that 
such will offer situations for pleasant 
social interaction that’ll improve cul- 
tural relations. As a part of their 
social function, stamp clubs ought to 
strive to achieve this end.

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from olive-green to light blue, and as 
soon as possible 2%d and 46 
stamps will be altered to red and 
green. 

Mr. C. R. Hobson, Assistant Post- 
master-General, said the ehange was 
to conform with the regulations of 
the International Postal Convention 
of 1897. 

Colours of Yd, 1d, and 2d stamps 
wil also alter to orange, blue and 
brown respectively, probably by the 
middle of next year. 


PLATE BLOCKS AS HINGES 

I like to have a plate block set of 
each set of Canadian issue, but have 
never felt the urge to gather in all 
the successive plate numbers of 
every printing. 

A plate block has its greatest value 
to me in its utility—I use it as a 
hinge! I can imagine the P. B. fan 
holding up his tweezers in philatelic 
horror at such usage, but I find it 
very convenient. 

Taking an upper block of either 
position, we tear off the side edging 
and then with scissors cut just above 
the printing the full length of the 
two upper stamps and then clip the 
corners. The bloek is now ready for 
mounting, and after slightly moist- 
ening is placed in its position on the 
page of album. 

The printed section forms a per- 
fect hinge, the stamps hang free and 
without hinge marks. I can usually 
put eight blocks on a page: each one 
having its own printed label, ident- 
ifying the pictured scene or event. 

I wonder if any other collector has 
tried this method ?—C. B. Scammell. 

Editor's Note—Why not use just 
the top pair? One could feel pretty 
blue at a later date if the block com- 
manded a premium in its orthodox 
state and condition.

The dies were pro- 
duced by Messrs. De LaRue, and they 
were the work of Allan Wyon, the 
celebrated London die sinker. 


The two proofs I have are each 
autographed by Allan Wyon, and in 
his handwriting are dated 25th April, 
1904.

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worth as much as five of the latter.) 
The fact that the Philatelic Division 
cannot supply all positions makes 
things more interesting, in one way, 
as well as more difficult. Positions 
not in stock at Ottawa will naturally 
command far higher prices than 
those that are, or were, there. 

Eventually, the Post Office will 
realize that it is losing money by not 
stocking all positions, but in the 
meantime there will be plenty of 
headaches for the collector. 

To those who wonder at the prices 
asked for O.H.M.S. plate blocks I 
would point out the fact that they 
must be bought from Ottawa, usually 
in sheets, and the surplus stamps 
cannot definitely, be used for post- 
age. This puts them in a very differ- 
ent category from ordinary issues. 

I am glad to report another com- 
plete set of plate 2, C7. This time 
the fortunate collector is Mr. J. A. 
Wilson of Bass River, Nova Scotia, 
who owns one of the best plate block 
collections in the Maritime Provinces. 
Congratulations, Mr. Wilson! 

In closing, I should like to remind 
readers of the two suggestions put 
forward in’ last month’s issue of 
Popular Stamps by Mr. Herbert L. 
Warren. Join B.N.A.P.S. and the 
Plate Block Study Group if you have 
not already done so, and by all means 
continue to support the only phila- 
telie magazine in Canada which has.

SEND YOUR LABEL WITH RENEWAL 
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Mostly About Plate Blocks

It is a pleasure to accept the in- 
vitation extended in last month's P.S. 
to explain for the beginner some of 


the technieal terms used by plate 
block collectors. Too often we forget 
that not everyone is familiar with 
them. UR, UL, LR, and LL can be 
easily explained as Upper Right, Up- 
per Left, Lower Right, and Lower 
Left. (Some collectors prefer to 
speak of Top and Bottom position.) 
All Canadian plate blocks since 1937 
fit this classification, which permits 
mounting the four positions as a min- 
iature sheet, In my opinion, this is 
the one and only way to collect plate 
bloeks, but there are many collectors 
who are satisfied to have a single 
position of each plate number. 

Plate blocks of six and eight occur 
in issues of 1935, 1928, and earlier, 
where the plate number does not 
occur at the corner of the sheet, but 
in the middle, at top and bottom. An 
interesting survival of this practice 
occurs in the 1937 issue, where plates 
9 and 10 of the two cent and plates 
twelve and thirteen of the three cent 
have top and bottom plate blocks of 
eight. Incidentally, these are very 
scarce. 

Talking of the 1937 issue reminds 
me of several interesting facts about 
it. First of all it is a very desirable 
issue and one which should be attend- 
ed to immediately, as it is disappear- 
ing at Ottawa. The one cent has been 
obsolete for some time, and now, the 
two cent has gone. Plate blocks of 
the fifty cent and dollar values are 
sold out at Ottawa. There are 248 
corner positions, if my arithmetic is 
correct, with a face value of just over 
sixty dollars. A very good investment 
if secured at face! 

Most interesting of recent develop- 
ments has been the sudden change 
from O.H.M.S. to G in official 
stamps. The former will be very good 
property, especially in matched sets. 
(Another note for the junior collec- 
tor: the completed set of four posi- 
tions is worth more than four in- 
dividual positions. Usually they are

$40,000 IN STAMPS STOLEN FROM 
HOME OF TORONTO COLLECTOR 


Toronto, Oct. 23. — Rewards total- 
ling $2,000 were offered for recovery 
of a stolen stamp collection valued at 
upwards of $40,000. 

The collection, more than 250,000 
stamps, was taken Saturday night 
from the suburban Forest Hill home 
of L. A. Davenport, a stamp dealer. 

Individual stamps ranged in value 
from one cent to $100. Mr. Daven- 
port, who with his wife was attend- 
ing a dinner of the Toronto Stamp 
Collectors’ Club at the time of the 
theft, said no outstanding rarity was 
among them. 

He estimated that it will take two 
years to gather together a new col- 
lection large enough to enable him 
to resume normal business. 

Later — The reward has been in- 
creased to $4,000 for information 
leading to arrest and conviction of 
the guilty, and recovery of stamps. 

Contained in some ۷0 stock books 
(majority: made by American Phila- 
telic Line, N.Y.C.) the stamps were 
largely of the British Commonwealth 
and U.S.A. Covers of books are blue, 
red and maroon. All books were ar- 


ranged alphabetically as Great 
Britain, Aden, Ceylon, India, ete., 
A reserve stock of mint colonials 


was contained in No. 10 white en- 
velopes. Largely George VI sets since 
1935. Seven albums contained com- 
plete mounted Silver Jubilees and 
Coronations.

STAMP DEALER 25 YEARS 
TAKES TRIP TO EAST 


After selling my stamp business in 
June 1949, I subsequently went vaga- 
bonding to many distant parts of the 
globe and had à most wonderful and 
leisurely time of it. I was all over 
the Phillipines, both North and South, 
and Hong Kong, Singapore, Johore, 
Selangor, Penang, Perak, Sumatra, 
Java, Borneo—then back again all 
through the Phillipines, back to Hong 
Kong and Kowlson and Macan and 
Formosa and from there straight 
across the Pacific to Los Angeles 
and San Francisco. I did not like 
the states. After the wonders of 
the Far East, the U.S.A. to me was 
tepid and too hysterical and artificial. 
I have since visited Mexico and pre- 
viously had travelled in other parts 
of the world but to me of all the 
places I have seen, Penang would be 
my choice for an ideal place to live. 
Or Singapore for more amenities. 
These are amazing places. I could 
write pages about them, especially 
Singapore which is probably one of 
the most marvellous places in the 
world. We Canadians know nothing 
about this enormously wealthy coun- 
try, and that goes for our Trade 
Commissioners also. With huge mod- 
ern stores, piled to the ceilings with 
goods from every part of the globe, 
there was nothing that I could see 
from Canada. 

I took over 600 photographs in the 
Far East alone and was thrilled on 
my return that while in Selangor 
I took a very good snap of the 
Mosque of Klang, which is portray- 
ed on the recently current stamps of 
Selangor. Scotts type A-12. Klang, 
I think, was one of the hottest places 
I have ever been in, but even so, 
most enjoyable. 

I brought back with me all kinds 
of souvenirs and got some beautiful 
wood carvings of Bali girls in Batavia 
and Borneo. Stamps also, you may he 
sure, took up some of my attention 
but mint stamps out there are a 
problem. 

I have bought myself a little one- 
acre place in the semi-country, just 
a mile from a good town and have 
substituted an axe and saw and ham- 
mer for stamp tongs. I have modern- 
ized the place completely and now 
have a comfortable little bungalow 
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hundred years, relates a case that oc- 
curred in her younger days, A neigh- 
bour was informed that a letter ad- 
dressed to him was at the post office. 
In order to obtain it he took a large 
pig ham to the village and sold it 
for just the amount of postage the 
letter required.

EARLY POSTAL RECORDS 
OF CANADA 


An old newspaper printed in Co- 
bourg, Ont., contains curious inform- 


ation and publie notices. One of the 
latter by F. H. Hall, Postmaster at 
Cobourg, announces that, lying in the 
Cobourg Post Office is a list of let- 
ters, which, if not redeemed by 20th 
April, will be sent to the Dead Letter 
Office, Quebec." Follows a formid- 
able list of names, and the date, 
March 9, 1836. 

Letter writing was certainly a 
costly matter in olden days and that 
together with the long delay accounts 
for the reason that the emigrant to 
this side of the Atlantic soon lost 
touch with the folks at home. A writ- 
er deseribes how the emigrant from 
Scotland, North of England and 
North of reland came by way of 
Quebee up the St. Lawrence River 
to Brockville, Ont. and from Brock- 
ville they made their way inland as 
best they could. For years afterward, 
he goes on to state, nearly all letters 
from the homeland were directed 
“Via Brockville.” In those days the 
Upper Canada postage on “The Carl- 
isle Journal" which was one of the 
principal papers received from 
abroad, was four pence or eight cents 
paid by the receiver, strange to say 
letters cost the receiver one shilling 
and six pence, or thirty-six cents. 

Owing to the general scarcity of 
money it was not an uncommon oc- 
currence for letters to remain in the 
post office for quite a long time. A 
woman who resided at Smiths Falls, 
Ont., and lived to the age of one
